WASHINGTON. — The Raytheon 
Corporation, the maker of Hawk 
anti-aircraft missiles, yesterday 
claimed that it will pay an Israeli 
arms agent, Milchan Brothers, 
Limited, of Tel Aviv, $175,000 in 
connection with the recently con- 
cluded sale of improved Hawk 

missiles to Israel. 

The announcement came in res- 
ponse to charges made yesterday by 
Rep. Les Aspin (D-Wis.) that Ray- 
theon had falsified and withbeld in- 
formation about the Israeli arms 
agent's fee involved in the Hawk 
sale to Israel. Raytheon, in a state- 
ment issued in Massa- 
chusetts, its headquarters, “‘catego- 
rically denied” the accusations made 
by the Congressman. 

“Raytheon has: never misrepre- 
sented or falsified information with 
regard to this transaction and has 
conducted itself with integrity de- 
‘spite misinformed allegations to the 
contrary,” the statement said. 

On Friday, a spokesman for Ray- 
theon had told The Jerusalem Post 
that Raytheon had made “no pay- 
ment to anyone in his case,” but he 
refused δὲ that time to elaborate. 
A senior Pentagon official has in- 


formed the Israel Defence Ministry's pe: 


purchasing mission in New York 
that it rejected a request by Ray- 
theon to make a payment to Milchan 
Brothers as part of the cost of the 
Hawk sale to Israel. 

“This fee, of approximately 
$175,000, would become due to 
Milchan Brothers for in-country 
services upon consummation of 
sale,” it added. 

In a telephone interview with 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday, Mr. 
Garden said that he had no idea 
where the alleged $300,000 figure 
had originally arisen in connection 
with the Hawk sale. “We really 
don’t know,” he said. “Mr. 


. has been throwing that number 


around for some time now. He 
saya that he got it from the De- 
fence Department.” 

Garden said that the $175,000 fee 
to Milchan “Brothers has not yet 
been paid because “the sale has 
not yet been consummated.” Asked 
when the deal tt finally go 
through, he replied: “I can’t answer 
that.” But he did affirm that Mil- 
chan Brothers would be paid. 

Be said that Milchan Brothers 
would be paid despite the Penta- 
gon ruling that it cannot be in- 
cluded as part οὔ the cost of the 
Hawk gale to Israel. Garden said 
that the fee to Milchan Brothers 
“will become a private obligation 
on Raytheon’s part, an ethical ob- 
ligation since the (U.S.) govern. 
ment has disallowed it as part of 
the contract.” 

Garden pointed out that such 
fees were recognized by 
the U.S. Government as a cost of 
the Hawk sale to Israel, but the 
U.S. Defence Department 885 re- 
cently changed its policy with re- 
gard to recognition of fees for fo- 
reign military sales to some coun- 
tries, including Israel.

Rome talks on world food fund 


A $1,200m. 
scheme to help the world’s poorest 
countries feed themselves wiH be 
thrashed out in detail by represent- 
atives of up to 100 countries. at 
a five-day conference opening in 
Rome today. 


are participating in the 
projected International ultural, 
Development. Fund .(IFAD), whose 
creation was one of the main pro- 


posals of last year’s World Food 
Conference here. 


The U.S. has already said # will 
contribute some $200m. to the fund. 
Officials here hope Saudi Arabia 
and other oil producing countries 
will commit themselves to Pd οὶ 
half the initial pledge target. 


Among the decisions to be made 
is where the fund should have its 


headquarters, and what its exact 
status ‘should be. 

A working group has suggested 
Rome as the’ best site,. but Morocco 
and the U.S. have also proposed 
themselves, and developing coun- 
tries have urged a Third World 
headquarters. 


Officials hope the participating 
will follow. earlier ..pro-, 


countries 
posals that the fund have only a 
emall secretariat and work through 
existing institutions such as the 
Food and Agriculture Organization 
and the African and Asian Deveiop- 
ment Banks. 

The aim of this week's meeting 
is to make enough progress for UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
to convene plenipotentiaries early 
next year to establish the fund 
formally and pledge contributions. 


Soviet scientists claim: 


‘VENUS IS A LIVE PLANET’ 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union's successful dual probe of 
Venus found evidence it is a “live 
Planet” where rocks appear thou- 
sands of years younger than on 
earth, “Pravda” said yesterday. 

The Communist Party paper also 
quoted a leading space expert as 
saying manned travel to earth's 
closest planetary neighbour now 
seems “fantastic,” but might be pos- 
sible in the 21st century. 

“Pravda" interviewed mineralo- 
gist Alexander Basilevsky at the 
Soviet Union's space centre that 
controlled the janding last week of 
Venus 9 and 10. 

Venus 10 made a soft landing on 
the cloud-shrouded plamet on Satur- 
day and sent back two photographs 
during 65 minutes of operation. Ve- 
nus 9 landed last Wednesday and 
transmitted data to earth for 53 
minutes. The two craft set down at 
points about 2,200 km. apart. 

Basilevsky said one of the photo- 
Braphs shows a “field of rocks” si- 
milar to those found in new craters 
on the mocn or in new formations 
on earth, 

“If we had to find out the age of 
such rocks on the earth, then we 
woud say tens of thousands of years. 
On the moon, tens of millions,” he 
said, 


Soviets ‘testing’ 


ROME (Reuter). — Mrs. Yelena 
Sakharov said here yesterday that 
the Soviet academicians who at- 
tacked the award of the Nobel 
peace prize to her husband, physi- 
cist Andrei Sakharov, were merely 
acting as a mouthpiece for the So- 
viet authorities.

Mrs. Sakharov, who has been im

Basilevsky said it was unknown 
what sort of activity hed created 
the rocks, but raised the possibility 
of volcanoes, explosions or tremors 
which he caHed “Venusquakes.” 

“I am only absolutely sure about 
one thing,” he said... “Even the 
first picture from Venus showed by 
all means that there is some! 
present that we have not previously 
seen and still do mot understand.” 

Another space expert, Boris Ne- 
poklonov, surveyed the photographs 
and said they appeared to him to 

the work of volcances, 

“One might suppose they are lava 
streams,” he seid. “The main thing 
is that it is a landscape which was 
transformed.” 

Many scientists had believed be- 
fore the Venus landings that its 
surface was composed mostly of 
sand caused by countless years of 
heat and wind erosion. 

The Soviets, with support from 
several scientists in the West, be- 
leve that the photographs sent back 
by Venus 9 and 10 have “knocked 
the bottom" out of the erosion 
theory.

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OAU call for 
Angola 
arms embargo 


KAMPALA (Reuter). — A concilia- 
tion commission of the Organization 
of African Unity (OAU) yesterday 
called on all OAU member-countries 
to immediately cease supplying arms 
to the three rival Angolan indepen- 
dence groups. 

The commission, which visited An- 
gola two weeks ego and will present 
jts report to OAU leaders, also con- 
demned the use of mercenaries in 
the Portuguese territory. 

But it said in a statement that 
evidence varied as to the extent of 
foreign interference in the pre-in- 
dependence struggle between the 
warring groups the Popular 
Movement for the Independence of 
Angola (MPLA), the National Front 
for the Independence of Angola 
(FNLA) and the Union for the To- 
tal Independence of Angola (UNI- 
TA). 

In Addis Ababa, OAU assistant 
secretary-general Noureddine Djou- 
di, a member of the commission, was 
quoted yesterday as saying the An- 
geélan hituation was aggravated by 
the presence of more than 1,000 
South African mercenaries and by 
an inflow of arms from various, un- 
specified, countries. 

The commission said all three in- 
dependence movements were against 
a “Balkamization” of Angole, which 
could open the door to foreign in- 
terference. 

In the event no agreement was 
reached before the independence 
date of November 11 the commission 
recommended that Portugal should 
transfer the instruments of indepen- 
dence jointly to all three groups. 

It also said the independence 
movements should agree to hold 
elections within the following 12 
months. 

Meanwhile they should cease hos- 
tilities, keep to the territory they 
hold at the time of the ceasefire, and 
form a national union government 
to lead Angola into independence, 


the commission said.

SALISBURY (AP). — Africans de- 
monstrated massive support yester- 
day for black nationalist bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, ousted last month as 
leader of the African National Coun- 
ΟἹ (ANC). 

More than 15,000 blacks packed 
into the Gwanzura football stadium 
in Salisbury’s Highfield African 
township for a rally organized by an 
ANC faction loyal to Muzorewa 
while thousands more lined up at 
the entrances. 

Rhodesian police set a limit of 
6,000 on the number of Africans al- 
lowed to attend yesterday’s rally, 
the same number permitted a rival 
ANC faction rally last month.

Professor Ori Better, of the 
medica! school and head of the Ram- 
bam Hospital Nephrology Depart- 
ment, is developing the portable 
kidney machine in cooperation with 
scientists of the Armaments 
Development Authority (RAFAEL) 
and Drs. Moshe Fromer and 
Menahem Kraus of Ramot Plastics, 
and said he expects to have a por- 
table model ready within two years. 
A little later he has plans to 
miniaturize it even further into a 
wearable model. 

The kidney machine, which is be- 
ing developed with funds from the 
West German Ministry of 
Technology, will operate on the prin- 
ciple of peritoneal irrigation, with 
the water constantly recycling, as 
against the dialysis of existing 
kidney machines. For the first time 
it will enable kidney patients to be 
completely ambulatory. wearing the 
machine, instead of having to be tied 
down to periodical hospital treat- 
ment. Moreover, it will enable them 
to treat themselves, without the need 
of a medical team. Prof. Better 
could not yet say whether the new 
machine would be cheaper as well. 

He noted that during the past nine 
years 50 kidney transplants have 
been successfully carried out at the 
Rambam Hospital. The operation 
has been perfected and the survival 
rate is now comparable to ‘‘the best 
hospitals in the world.”

Vries, will also discuss the 
definitions of death and such 
problems as patients whose brain 
functions have been shown to have 
ceased, and who are kept ‘‘alive” 
only by artificial means. The ques- 
tion would be whether switching off 
the life-giving apparatus could be 
called ‘'killing."’

SINCE HIS LAST visit here, Yona 
Ettlinger seems to have made great 
strides forward as conductor, and 
two of the works included in the 
Chamber Engemble's first subscrip- 
tion concert (Tel Aviv, Beit Hahayal, 
Oct. 15), reinforced this impression.

Mr. Sadat himself, with his rare flair for image-building 
and public relations, will doubtless make the most of every 
public appearance to win friends and influence Americans in 


all walks of life 


We would do well to look beyond transient sensations to 
the new reality which is taking shape in our region, a reality 


which the Sadat visit to W: 


dramatically symbolizes. 


— and which we, by cooperating in the step-by-step effort and 
concluding the recent interim accord, wittingly helped to bring 


about, 


The visit is in fact the final act — for the U.S., the crowning 
act — of the interim settlement process. That process always 
implied as its basis a swing by Egypt away from the Soviet 
embrace and back towards a pro-Western orientation. The blis- 
tering attack upon Sadat in “Pravda” at the weekend attests to 
the pace at which that swing is proceeding. 

To the extent that Sadat’s American visit results in more 
economic aid for Egypt, it should be wholeheartedly welcomed.

SOVIET SUPPORT for the es- 
tablishment of the State of Israel 
had no connection with the 
possibility of its Jews im- 
migrating there. In fact, a week 
before Andrei Gromyko's 
historic ‘Zionist’ speech at the 
United Nations on May 14, 1947 
(in which he came out in support 
of the partition of Palestine) he 
said at the General Assembly 
that the Soviet Union had no 
direct concern in the Palestine 
problem from the point of view 
of Jewish immigration to 
Palestine, since the Jewish pop- 
ulation of the USSR showed no 
interest in such immigration. 

However, many Jews in the 
Soviet Union saw in Moscow's 
attitude to the Jewish State a 
favourable change, both towards 
Jews in general and Soviet Jews 
in particular. This feeling was 
heightened by the wide publicity 
given in the Soviet media to 
Gromyko's famous speech. The 
Soviet Jews also knew that the 
satellite countries were permit- 
ting their Jews to emigrate to 
Israel, and though this-fact was 
not made public in the USSR, 
many concluded that Soviet 
Jews too would be allowed to go 
to Israel. Yearning for Israel 
was intense. 

But euphoria was sobered with 
the publication in “‘Pravda'’ on 
September 21, 1948 of an article 
by the Soviet Jewish writer, τίνα 


- Ehrenburg. Its message was 


clear: there would be no emigra- 
tion and Soviet Jews would not 
be permitted links with Jews 
abroad. The article, no doubt, 
resulted from the emotional 
reception given to Mrs. Golda 
Meir and the staff of the Israel 
Legation, when they visited the 
Moscow Synagogue earlier that 
month. The Soviet authorities 
were surprised and alarmed by 
the depths of Jewish enthusiasm 
which contradicted the Soviet 
claim that no Jewish problem 
existed in the USSR. In addition, 
on her first visit to the Soviet 
Foreign . Mrs. Meir had 
raised the Aliya question.

We also condemned the heavy 
pressures inflicted by U.S. policy 
which forced Israel into a position of 
retreat in favour of one which 
catered to Sadat. 

The Foreign Minister of Israel 
made caustic references to those 
who disagreed with his position. To 
suggest that American Jews have no 
Fight to be critical of Israel and 
should even refrain from opposition 
to U.S. policy, which we feel is not 
acceptable, is a matter to be debated 
in another forum. Unfortunately, 
such a view smacks of propagan- 
distic demogoguery, for many voices 
expressed deep concern about the 
step-by-step process. To advocate 
the stifling of views does not serve 
the best interests of either Israel or 
world Jewry. 

What the Foreign Minister failed 
to acknowledge, and what the 
spokesman for the Presidents 
Conference did not indicate, is that 
once the accord was deemed accep- 
table to Israel, and in spite of our 
continued concern, the ZOA did not 
campaign against acceptance of the 
agreement. A national directive of 
September 16 clearly warns that a 
rejection by Congress of the interim 
agreement must not take place.
